On a huge pedestal imbedded in these 
great stone steps stands the heroic bronze 
statue of Washington, which was erected 
by the Chamber of Commerce to commemo- 
rate the one hundredth anniversary of Evac- 
uation Day. When Richard Hunt, the 
architect, contracted to bulld this pedestal 
and set up the statue he based his esti- 
mate of cost on the expectation of having 
to dig down deep under the Sub-Treasury 
steps for a supporting foundation for the 
tremendous weight designed to be placed 
there. Greatly to his surprise, the first 
efforts at excavation disclosed as solid a 
foundation as the hand of man could lay. 
For all purposes of defense, the Sub-Treas- 
ury is a fortress. Housed within its almost 
impregnable walls 100 men could resist the 
assaults of armed thousands as long as the 
provisions held out. In the upper part of 
the building there is an arsenal which con- 
tains an adequate equipment for at least 
100 men, There are three Gatling guns, 
stacks of rifles, cabinets of huge navy re- 
volvers, and, moreover, a magazine full of 
deadly handgrenades. For the effective 
use of these weapons provision has also 
been made. Each one of the steel shutters 
at the doors and windows contains loop- 
holes through which shots may be fired, 
and on the roof are three bullet-proof tur- 
rets, ten feet high, from which riflemen 
could in safety shower cold lead down upon 
a mob. As an additional safeguard, the 
ceilings of the stone porches at the two 
ends of the building are perforated, and 
from these points of vantage, inaccessible 
from the streets, the defenders of the build- 
ing would be able to drop explosives upon 
the heads of any foolhardy ass 
might try to batter down the doors. 

This building was used as the Custom 
House from the time of its completion, in 
1842, until 1863. The Merchants’ Exchange, 
at Wall and William Streets, having been 
bought by the Government and fitted up 
for the use of all the Federal officers con- 
nected with the collection of customs duties,

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THE NEW YORE UNIVERSITY. 


N the midst of the rolling country 
' of Upper New York, where only 
' sections ‘have as yet taken on a 
| semi-city appearance and nearly 


all is still a practical park, the 
New York University is slowly 
rising. Its situation is a hill on 


the east bank of the Harlem, overlooking 
Fort George and the northern end of the 
Speedway, giving glimpses of Inwood, 
which was in the old days Tubby’s Hook, 
and beyond, through a cleft, a glint of the 
waters of the Hudson, The hill has been 
christened University Heights, and to fix 
it geographically in people’s minds it should 
be said that it Hes between Morris Heights 
and Fordham Heights, with King’s Bridge 
Village to the north and the new Mount 
Hope Public School a mile to the southeast.
